days I'll be out of this office." 


It was his ksynote speech, ser- 


ious and emotional in tempo and 
carrying In it an urgent plea to 
the CIO to remain united or it 
would "not long endure." 


Lewis' term as president 
expir- 


es at the close of the convention. 
It is expected that Philip Murray 
will be named as his successor. 
In giving notice that he was about 
to bet out of the CIO leadership, 
Lewis fulfilled 
the 
promise he 


made to retire if President Roose- 
velt was re-elected 
for a third 


term. 


Lewis called on CIO unions for 


unity among themselves and con- 
fidence in leadership. 


On the labor front, 
he 
said, 


CIO 
had 
demonstrated 
Its 


strength and piled up a record of 
accomplishments. 


"It can go forward," he said, 


"but if you consume your time in 
criticism

The lieutenant said he drew his 
gunboat, the Queretaro, between 
the one vessel, which he identified 
as detroyer 233, and the German 
ship Rhein. He reported that an- 
other of the vessels was destroyer 
210. 


Capt. H. Fromke of the German 


ship Idarwald previously had de- 
clared that his vessel was "chas- 
ed" by one destroyer to a point 
within two miles of the port of 
Tampico. 


Capt. J. Schurt of the German 


freighter Phrygia ordered his ship 
scuttled, saying that one of four

The United States, with a popula-

MATTRESS PROGRAM 
INTERESTING POINT 


IN AAA MEETING 


The new phase of the mattress 
program was the high point of In- 
terest for Home Demonstration 
Club women at the A. A. A. meet- 
ing in Fort Worth, Nov. 8. 


. R. C. Price, Jr., field agent, Col- 
lege Station, explained that three 
government agencies co-operated 
In the mattress 
program; 
The 
Surplus 
Market 
Administration 


furnished the materials; the A. A. 
A. certified the application; and 
the Home Demonstration part of 
the Extension Service educated 
the workers and supervised the 
mattress making, 


Mr. Price 
praised 
the 
three 
agencies for their splendid work 
In carrying on the program. Al- 
though there wa« gome delay In 
securing cotton and ticking, this 
Is understandable when he says 
the original estimate 
of 
10,000 


bales of cotton had to be revised 
to more than ten times that num- 
ber. 105,000 bales of cotton have 
been needed to supply cotton and 
tlcklnp Some delay, too, was the 
result of mills working to supply 
the increased needs of our army 
and navy. 


The local county committees and 


the administrate office of the 
A. A. A. and the Extension Ser- 
vice were praised for their hard 
work and the fair and Impartial 
certification of the applications. 
It was no little job to look up 
records necessary' to certify 191,- 
000 applications. 


But Mr. Prlco;« greatest praise 
was reserved for the supervisors, 
truckers, 
and 
local workers 
In 


the mattress centers themselves. 
"These people worked hard and 


faithfully without 
pay 
of 
any 


kind," he explained. 
"Many of 


them did not even get one of the 
mattresses. 
The .only reward for 


their work came from the sat- 
isfaction of knowing their neigh- 
bors would have better mattresses 
to sleep on, and thg experience of 
helping to secure them." 


Mr. Price explained briefly the 


second phaie of the program. Two 
Important 
changes 
mentioned 
were (1) A low income family ia 
one whose total cash Income is 
$500.00 or less per year, plus $50.00 
for each additional person inex- 
cess of four persons up to six 
persons. A family of four or five 
members can have a cash Income 
of $560.00 per year, and a family 
of six or more an income of $600 
and be classes as a low income 
family. 


(2) One person living as a sep- 
arate family unit can secure a 
mattress, and one mattress can 
be secured for «ach two persona In 
a family not to exceed three mat- 
tresses per family Including any 
mattresses already 
received. 


The S, M. A. estimates that 


400,000 application* will be filed 
and 
approximately 
1-2 million 


bales of cotton used In the mat- 
tress program.—Mrs. W. C. Was- 
son, Council Chairman.

IN FORT WORTH OF 


GENERALJNTEREST 


Last Friday and Saturday Mrs. 
Hettlger and Mrs. R. P. GarreU 
attended tho Triple A program in 
Fort Worth. 
This is a, synopsis of tho talk 


made by C. H. Day, who is con- 
nected with administering of the 
program: 
Mr. Day began his talk by ask- 


ing what are we going to do with 
the 25,000,0000 bales 
of 
cotton 


now on hand, and with a near 13,- 
000,000-bale crop this year. There 
is no foreign market, and the al- 
lotment plan would fall because 
so many people would plant their 
whole acreage to cotton. He said 
the only possible way was to keep 
on the reduced plan or the pro- 
gram as it stands now. He Illus- 
trated his point by saying that 
scourges such as small pox, yel- 
low fever 
and etc, were 
not 
stamped out by rugged individ- 
ualism, but by all people working 
together. 
He told about how economist 


who worked out a program for 
themselves, by getting government 
aid. The bankers had new life in- 
jected by government aid. The 
railroads and other things came 
to the government and were aid- 
ed. But when agriculture came 
for aid a terrible howl was raised. 
Some of our thinking farmers got 
together and evolved the Triple A 
plan. Henry A. Wallace was put 
In charge. Then the howlers got 
busy and threw this silk baby out 
the window—smash he went. But 
tho farmers got together again 
and made the program a national 
one. Now each year the farmers

So wo 
see that rugged Individualism does 
not do the job, but
